Under the Farmer’s Control 


Agriculture in Western Canada is somewhat of an unstable 
business; for there are so many things that are quite beyond 
ee 
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the farmer’s control. Rainfall, that most important factor of 
all; then drought, frost, hail, cutworms, wireworms, grass- 
hoppers, sawflies and many plant diseases, the presence or 
absence of which can result in a good crop or a poor crop. 
Then there is the matter of price, made by the world-wide con- 
ditions of supply and demand of all foodstuffs over which no 
one has any control. The farmer does his best, sows his seed 
and hopes for the best. 

There are, however, certain factors that are well within 
the farmer’s own control, and the chief of these is the quality 
of his product. In these days of good agricultural knowledge 
no farmer would think of trying to produce high quality live- 
stock without using some purebred pedigreed stock. It is, how- 
ever, rather unfortunate that the same knowledge is not as 
widespread about the equal importance of using purebred 
pedigreed seed to produce a high quality field crop, and yet 
the principles are exactly the same. 

Any farmer can purchase a few bushels of registered seed 
each year at moderate prices, and so can ensure that the crop 
he produces will be up to the highest possible quality standard. 
Incidentally, too, registered seed produces higher yields} to 
the acre.

Of Rest!

Few things more opposite, fall 
to a bachelor’s lot in the line of 
duty than being a baby sitter. The 
possibilities of which no woman 
would consider in the realm of rea- 
son and few accept only in sheer 
desperation.

Though 10 or 15 minutes after 
their departure I was doomed to re- 
gret that hasty and over-confident 
promise country school house 
dance starts not before 10:00 p.m. 
and last until 4:00 o’clock in the 
morning. However, before their 
friends I felt quite heroic in giving 
them a chance to enjoy the eve- 
ning together free from worry. 


With only a ticking clock and a 
sleeping cat to interrupt my 
thoughts, I began to realize how 
serious was my responsibility, how 
hopelessly inadequate my knowl- 
edge.

knee. 


The result was astonishing. A 
few moments afterwards the ter- 
rible coughing ceased.

A few moments later I deemed 
it safe to reverse the baby’s posi- 
tion. Imagine my relief and sur- 
prise to find the little beggar gurg- 
ling, smiling, wavin his tiny arms, 
trying his best to kick the covers 
off his feet.

A greater number of microscopic 
analyses are now necessary for the 


enforcement of the Feeding Stuffs, 
Fertilizers and Pest Control Prod- 


ucts Acts, officials of the Plant 
Products Division, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture report. 


With the advancement in science 
it has become important to use 
specific ingredients in the products 


regulated under these acts for best 
results to be obtained from their 


use. These products now contain 
as many as fifteen different ingred- 
ients, some of which are in such 
small amounts that their presence 
can only be determined satisfac- 
torily under a microscope. 


Nowadays, for example, it is 
not enough for cobalt to be claimed 
as an ingredient of a feed, It must 
be in assimilable form. The same 


applies to borax in a fertilizer and 
copper in a pesticide. Each of these 
chemicals must be of correct form 
in the product and usually this can 
under

Science in our Lives 


(Continued from January 7 Issue) 


There is nothing new in the basic 
social problem posed by scientific 
-discoveries. The very first flint axe 
could be used for the purpose of 
killing men, as well as for procur- 
ing food. 


When a discovery is made, such 
as that of the stone axe or of the 
electron, the discoverer cannot pos- 
sibly foresee the uses to which it 
may be put by succeeding genera- 
tions. In short, science cannot be

held accountable for social judg- 
ments. It can show us the better 
ways of procuring things, but it 
can’t see that we don’t use these 
things to blow ourselves up or 
otherwise destroy civilization. 


The only efficient protection, 
says Dr. du Nouy in Human Des- 
tiny, lies in a greater and higher 
moral development. 


For the first time in history man 
is afraid of what he has done with 
his intelligence. He is asking these 
questions: Where does this tre- 
mendous progress rend? What is 
its goal, What is its probable ef- 
fect upon the future of the human 
race? 

These are questions asked re- 
garding science by Sir Alfred Ew- 
ing more than ten years before the 
atomic bomb burst over Hiroshima. 
How much more do they need to 
be answered today? 

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY 

Science is the foundation of our 
wealth, but the rise of new busi- 
nesses on that foundation creates 
new problems. On the one hand 
there is increasing need for an un- 
derstanding of industry by the 
community, and on the other hand 
the need of industry’s part to de- 
velop its understanding of the 
community and of employees. 

The revolutionary advances of 
science and technology in the past 
few years have resulted in increas- 
ing production with less labour. 
The fact that an industrial worker 
in Canada is paid several times as 
much in real wages as his prede- 
cessor received for much longer 
hours of work a generation or two 
ago is a condition which rests upon 
scientific discoveries. 

The increase in output per man- 
hour has been going on at about 
the rate of 1.7 per cent a year for 
industry as a whole, it was report- 
ed Professor Sumner H. Slichter, 
of Harvard University, in the 
Annals of the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science, an 
issue entitled Social Implications 
of Modern Science. This, he said, 
means doubling ouptput per man- 
hour about every forty years. 

The whole economy has been af- 
fected by science. Consider as in- 
stances the increased number of 
materials and processes; the in- 
creased geographical mobility of 
labour and capital; the increased 
rate of change, leading to quicker 
depreciation and obsolescence of 
capital goods; the increase in the 
supply of investment opportunities, 
offset to some extent by the reduc- 
tion in the inclination to save 

These are not surface changes. 
They go to the very foundation of 
human nature. Science has trans- 
planted civilization to wilderness- 
es, as in northern Quebec and On- 
tario, with resulting changes in 
people's ways of living. Science has 
enabled some nations to shift their 
productive pattern, throwing them 
into competition with old-estab- 
lished economies in other nations. 
It has brought necessities and lux- 
uries within the reach of more peo- 
ple, changing the aspirations and 
outlook of Whole countries, 

In agriculture, science has been 
equally revolutionary. Refrigeration 
for example, has transformed the 
waste land of Caribbean countries 
into banana plantations. Irrigation 
and scientific culture have 


con- 
verted deserts into truck gar- 
dens. Mechanization and scientific 


farm practices have enlarged the 
economic land unit for crops, and 
at the same time encouraged the 
migration of people from farm to 
city. 

So closely does technology tread 
upon the heels of science that the 
implement or machine purchased 
today may have to be scrapped 
four or five years hence, an ex- 
pense which must be taken into 
account when making production 
plans and deciding profit levels, 
shareholders’ dividends, and the 
length to which to carry expansion 
of factories. 

SCIENCE AND EMPLOYMENT 


Contrary to the teachings of 


ANNUAL 


some labour sects, science has not 
caused ‘a large amount of tech- 
nological unemployment, and the 
problems created by displacement 
have been few. 


Lord Stamp summed it up in this 
way: “At any given moment the 
impact of science is always caus- 
ing some unemployment, but at 
that same time the constructive 
additional employment following 
upon past expired impacts is be- 
ing enjoyed.” He went on to point 
out that there are other features 
which have a greater effect on em- 
ployment: changes of fashion, ex- 
haustion of resources, changing 
tariffs, psychological booms and 
depressions, These, and _ political 
factors such as threats of war, ex- 
pand and contract employment in 
particular places and lines of 
activity. 


Scientitic discoveries have stim- 
ulated economic expansion, created 
new trades and professions and 
enabled men and women to find oc- 
cupations which suit their capa- 
cities and provide them with in- 
teresting means of self-expression. 


SOCIAL SCIENCE 


Up to a little while ago mankind 
had been pricipally occupied with 
learning to control his surroud- 
ings; now he needs to learn to man- 
age himself. 


The development of physical sci- 
ence leaves the human part of the 
world of man untouched—a part 
which was already old before Dar- 
win or Faraday or Rutherford ex- 
isted. This human part of creation 
cannot be reduced to a slide-rule 
study of reactions. Every human 
being carries within him the re- 
sults of the social influences that 
have been working on him since 
birth, and on the whole human race 
since its beginning. 

This fact makes social science 
most difficult. Consider the per- 
sonal prejudices, the class and na- 
tional interests, the varying reli- 
gious training, and the different 
educational and ethical achieve- 
ments of men and women. Personal 
interests are hard to reconcile With 
the larger interests of the com- 
munity and of the world 

But the difficulty does not ex- 
cuse us from trying, and unless we 
do try with some success the future 
of the human race may be black 
indeed. 

CANADA AND SCIENCE 

Canada's rise from scientific 
youth to maturity is one of the 
significant features about her de- 
velopment. Dr. C. J. Mackenzie, 
president of the National Research 
Council and head of the Atomic 
Energy Control Board, said last 
year that Canada “is in the front 
line of the scientific world for the 
first time in any sizeable way.” 

Expenditures of the Council in 
the fiscal year 1947-48 were $7 mil- 
lion, ten times greater than just 
before the war, and this sum does 
not include $6 million for the Chalk 
River pliant where scientists are 
helping shape tomorrow's ad- 
vances. Tests are being made there, 
in the heavy water radioactive 
pile, which cannot be duplicated 
anywhere in the world, 

Among the “practical” things 
developed out of the work of the 
National Research Council are: a 
dependable method of de-icing air- 
plane propellors by electric heat- 
ing; a radar instrument which 
shows the airman his distance con- 
tinuously from the ground; a quick 
method’ of producing anti-typhus 
serum; a method of producing 
magnesium from dolomite (intro- 
ducing a new industry to Canada); 
construction of a “flying wing” 
type of aircraft in moulded ply- 
wood, proven satisfactory in tests; 
an emergency arrangement for re- 
frigerating the holds of cargo 
ships; development of rot-proof- 
ing, flame-proofing, and water- re- 
pellaney treatment for fabrics; 
and, of course, contributions in 
radar, RDX explosives, atomic en- 
ergy and other scientific projects 
connected With war. 

Just last fall it was announced 
that a missing element in the peri- 
iodic table had been’ explained 
through the work of the Division 
of Atomic Energy of the National 
Research Council of Canada and 
two University of California nuc- 
lear chemists.

even for adults to get enough cal- 
cium. To get the same amount of 
calcium that is in four cups of 
milk, we would have to eat about 
five loaves of bread, or five pounds 
of cabbage, or three pounds of cel- 
ery or 12 pounds of porridge 
(about forty bowls when cooked), 
pounds of roast beef. No 
other foods except milk and milk 
products provide the required 
amount of calcium on our Cana- 
dian diet. 


Milk may be used in soups, 
cream sauces, chowders, puddings, 
baked dishes and milk drinks, cold 
or hot, @.g., eggnoggs, peppermint 
milk or cocoa. 

It is a serious problem when a 
child won't drink milk, but don’t 
try to force the child. Keep the 
milk within his reach and use 
every means to make it attractive 
to him, and use more in cooking 
his foods.

Mixed Fertilizers Go 
Back a Century 


The use of barnyard manure is 
as old as agriculture itself. Its 
value was known to the Romans, 


and a tenth century text-book in- 
dicates that the Arabs too were 
acquainted with its properties and 
with the value composts 
Old text-books give much 
information about such substances 
as waste

nineteenth century, 

botanists began 
the phenomena of plant 
growth and by 1844 had shown that 
all the substances used for manure

The first three of these could be 
made from materials not previous- 
ly drawn upon by farmers, and 
could be manvfactured into prod- 
ucts easy to transport and handle 
on the farm.

commonly known today— commer- 
cial fertilizers. 


The study of both plant growth 
and soil fertilization has made 
great strides since those first fun- 
damental studies in 1800. But 
when in 1843, J. B. Lawes of Roth- 
amsted, England, established the 
first fertilizer factory and demon- 
strated their value, he set the stage 
for improved agricultural produc- 
tion in Europe, particularly in Eng- 
land, France and Germany, which 
played its part in providing food- 
stuffs for the rapidly increasing 
population. Since that time the use 
of commercial fertilizers has ex- 
tended to almost all parts of the 
world. 


Canadian Pullorum 
Testing Methods 


Never before has pullorum dis- 
ease control had such safeguards 
as are now functioning in Canada 
as a result of meetings of the 
Canadian Pullorum Disease Con- 
ference. This informal, loosely-knit 
group of Canadian workers in 
pullorum disease control in every 
province meets annually. It brings 
together men who pool their 
knowledge in testing new methods 
for the good of the Canadian poul- 
try industry. 

The idea of this conference arose 
when the death rate 
from pullorum became alarming 
from 1939 to 1943 blood-testing 
of poultry was in a state of con- 
fusion. Apparently pullorum bac- 
teria changed their form so 
drastically that their presence in 
poultry blood could not be detected 
by testing agents in use at that 
time. But due to the work of men 
who are now members of the 
Pullorum conference, blood-testing 
is now more reliable than it ever 
was, There are still differences 
between the regular and variant 
forms of pullorum, although ¢com- 
bined stain antigen for whole blood 
testing has proved of great value. 
As for laboratory testing, which

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Red Clover Seed in 
Good Supply 


Red Clover seed production in 
Canada in 1948 was the largest in 
at least 20 years. Latest estimates 
place the crop at approximately 
11.5 million pounds. This is more 
than double the 1947 crop and the 
ll-year 1937-47 average. The 
record crop is largely attributed to 
production in Ontario, where over 
seven million pounds was produced. 
During recent years considerable 
interest in growing Red Clover 
seed has developed in Western Can- 
ada and particularly in Alberta. 
The crop in that province in 1948 
amounted to at least two million 
pounds. All production in Western 
Canada, with the exception of some 
produced in certain areas of British 
Columbia, is the single-cut type of 
the Altaswede strain, commonly 
known in many parts of Canada as 
the mammoth type. Most of the 
crop grow in Eastern Canada on 
the other hand is the common or 
double-cut type. 

Canadian farmers use about four 
million pounds of Red Clover seed 
annually, provided it is readily 
available and the price is not out 
of line with other similar legume 
seeds. The traditonal export mar- 
ket for Canadian Red Clover seed 
is the United Kingdom and some 
western European countries. Nor- 
mally, Canada’s surplus of Red 
Clover seed, recognized as being 
hardy and superior, is exported to 
those areas. However, import re 
strictions caused by exchange diffi 
culties have limited sales to the 
United Europe 
While the United States is usually 


Kingdom and 


self-sufficent in Red Clover seed, 
sizeable quantites of Canadian 
grown Red Clover seed have been 
exported to that country during 
recent months. 

With plenty of good quality Red 
Clover seed available for seeding 
next spring, farmers should take 
advantage of the opportunity to 
make greater use of this valuable 


legume crop. 


Developing More 
Efficient Poultry 
3reeds at C.E.F. 


Progress was made during 1948 
with three new breeds of chickens 
being evolved at the Poultry Divi- 
sion, Experimental Farms Service, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, a large white breed, a broad- 
breasted white breed, and a small 
white, plump breed 

The large white breed is being 
bred to combine in one bird the 
greatest number of desirable char- 
different 
breeds. High market quality, with 


acterists from several 
less emphasis on egg production, is 
the main aim behind development 
of the broad-breasted white breed 
The third bird is being bred as a 
small, plump breed with the 
minimum body size required to 
produce large numbers of standard 
size eggs, so that maximum pro- 
duction may be obtained on the 
smallest possible outlay of feed. 

Each of the three breeds showed 
increased egg production during 
the year, that of the large white 
breed approaching the perform- 
ance figures for standard Barred 
Rocks. Uniformity of type is also 
more evident in the pullets raised 
during 1948, but further selection 
work for uniformity of type and 
increased egg production must be 
done. The scientists also aim to get 
a white rather than a brown or 
tinted egg in all three breeds 

Gains were made in egg size and 
uniformity of type for the small 
White breed. The greatest diffi- 
culty encountered was a somewhat 
higher mortality figures for the 
chicks, but more careful attention 
to management factors promises 
to improve this situation.

US. Tobacco Exports 


United States exports of un- 
manufactured tobacco for the first 
nine months of 1948 amounted to 
331 million pounds and valued at 
$158 million, compared with 361 
million pounds and valued at $198 
million for the corresponding per- 
iod in 1947. Thus since 1947 the 
volume of exports declined by 14 
per cent, and the average price by 
7 per cent (54.8 to 50.9 cents per 
pound. 

The largest single purchaser in 
1948 has been the United Kingdom 
with 137.9 million pounds, which 
was slightly above the purchases 
of the corresponding period in 
1947. Increased shipments to Por- 
tugal, Switzerland, and Norway 
were not sufficient to offset de- 
clines to other countries, including 
the Netherlands, Italy, 
India and Denmark.

Some are available 
anywhere in the province, others 
are confined to certain districts or 
to the children of certain firms’ 
employees.

Type of Nurse Crop 
Is Very Important 


Experiments carried out over a 
number of years at the Beaver- 
lodge Experimental Station have 
shown that the date of seeding or 
harvesting the nurse crop is not so 
important to subsequent meadow 
stands as the type of nurse crop 
employed. 

Where a nurse crop of oats was 
cut at different dates, from the 
early milk stage through to full 
maturity, the meadow stands were 
not appreciably affected. In_ in- 
dividual years some differences did 
occur since much depends on the 


weather after the removal of the 
nurse crop 
If moist conditions prevail the 


grass and clover seedings benefit 
by the early removal of the nurs¢e 
crop but if the continues 
dry their growth is slow and the 
plantlets may suffer more from 
sun and wind than from the con- 
tinued competition of the nurse 
crop. Over a period of years. how- 
ever these seasonal variations 
largely counter-balance 


Season 


In another trial where seedlings 
of oats with grasses and clovers 
were made at eight successive 
weekly dates commencing as soon 
as feasible in the spring the 
meadow hay yields the subsequent 
year were only slightly favored by 
the medium to late seedlings 

More important in seeding for- 
age crops is the type of nurse crop 
employed. An experiment using an 
early and a late variety of wheat; 
three varieties of oaic, viz., early, 
intermediate and late’ and two 
varieties of barley, indicated that 
the growth habit of the companion 
crop is more important than ‘ts 
maturity period 

Thus, both the early and late 
varieties of wheat functioned 
equally well as nurse crops, while 
all varieties of oats served as poor 
nurse crops if sown at standard 
rates 

The performance of the barleys 
differed widely. The short-strawed, 
open type Olli variety suppressed 
the forage seedlings much 
than the more leafy, ranker grow- 
ing Hannchen variety. The merits 
of flax as a companion crop to 
forage seedings are well known 
and are undoubtedly due to the 
distinctive growth form of this 
crop

TIMELY HINTS 
WHITHER AWAY? 


Concern is felt in some quarters 
that the boom in forage crop seed 
production has reached its peak 
and that future sales prospects are 
not bright. The slow market for 
alsike has favored the thought that 
the sale of oleomarparine will cur- 
tail butter production severely 
with the result that there will be 
fewer pastures seeded. It is pos- 
sible that the demand for butter 
may slacken but we would venture 
to predict that it will be a tempo- 
rary condition and in the long run 


there will be an even greater de- 
mand for butter than there is at 
present. 

As for the demand for forage 
crop seed there need not be any 
concern about oleomargarine af- 
fecting markets. Most of our seed 
is exported and we still do not 
use nearly enough in Canada, It is 
true that the present production 
of most sorts is tremendous and 
there is danger in over-production 
in a given year but prite reduc- 
tions usually increase sales. 

There was over-production of 
brome in 1925 even though the en- 
tire crop from the Peace River 
region could have been handled in 
one freight car. Then about 1943 
some doubted if it would pay to 
thresh the brome crop as the mar- 
ket was so poor. At present prices 
and production levels the concern 
felt seems rather absurd. In our 
economy we confuse market de- 
mands with basic agricultural 
needs. 


Even if the price of forage seed 
should deteriorate badly we should 
not be unduly concerned. The ef- 
fect of increased production in re- 
cent years has been to put alfalfa, 
brome grass and the like on many 
farms where previously it was not 
known. The advantages of using 
these forage crops, incidental to 
the seed market, are now well 
understood. Forage crops have 
been incorporated into the farm 
rotation and are there to stay. 

The demand for seed will still be 
appreciable and for most crops a 
vigorous market is in prospect. 
The spiral is expanding and is rest- 
ing on a firm foundation. The ex- 
ception is the individual who has 
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gambled unduly on a single crop 
or on a crop which does not con- 
stitute an integral part of his 
farming venture. 


Britain’s Contribution 
To World Navigation 


An exhibition was recently open- 
ed in London, England, illustrating 
the progress of the art of naviga- 
tion through the ages. Performing 
the opening ceremony, the Duke of 
Edinburgh said that it was entire- 
ly appropriate that it should be 
held in Britain which has contrib- 
uted nearly all the notable advanc- 
es in navigational science. The first 
completely nautical almanac em- 
anated in Britain as did the first 
sextant and the tirst marine chron- 
ometer. The exhibits also include 
the earliest known optical instru- 
ment in the world as well as many 
other historically interesting tele- 
scopes. The revolutionary develop- 
ments of the last decade are well 
illustrated .These include radar, 
echo sounders, radio direction fin- 
ers and an elctric eye that can 
pierce the densest fog.
